Pskov Is one ol lha most ancient towus In 
north-west Bus, Archaeological excavations have 
revealed that It was In existence as early as the 
Bib or IDIh century. Pskov still retains tho 
layout of the old city as well as many architec- 
tural monuments built between the 1211s and 171h 
centuries. 

The ancient centre ot Pskov b the Kremlin 
perched on tho high bank ol the Velikaya River 
with some of Its stone fortlQcatlons dating back 
lo the 13lh century. At the end of the 12th cen- 
tury, the Trinity Cathedral was built In tho 
Kremlin and became lha main church In lhe for- 
tress. On a clear day Its powerful while niasomy 
aud buttresses, and tho sliver domes can l» seen 
lor miles. 

As Pskov grow, new circles ol fortress walls 
wero added to protect the city's several town* 
standing one within nnolhor. 

The compantles shaped as walls with holes lor 
[ho bells along iho top are □ particularly striking 
feature of the Kremlin. In the 17th century the 
merchants of Pskov built quite a low stono 
houses for thnmselves. Simplicity and expressi- 
veness are tho distinguishing trails ol the archi- 
tecture of these buildings.

Italian-Soviet chamber holds assembly 


More than 130 Italian busi- 
nessmen took part in the Gene- 
ral Assembly of the Italian-So- 
viet Chamber of Commerce In 
Moscow. Members of the 
business community of the two 
countries discussed the state of 
bilateral cooperation and out- 
lined plons for the future. 

Let us look at some of the 
conclusions made at the as- 
sembly.
